Since entering the Shorthorn business several years ago I have traveled 
all over North America in assembling my herd.

Calrossie Ocean Wave 


I can't recall when a bull of Calrossie Ocean Wave's individuality, breeding 
and proven ability as a sire, has been offered at public auction. I can’t think of 
a single herd that would not benefit from the use of this bull. 


I first saw Calrossie Ocean Wave at Maclyn Plantation shortly after he had 
arrived in September, 1954. I thought at that time I had never seen a bull quite 
as good. 


When I visited Ellis Giddens in March to prepare for this sale, more than two 
years later, I was prepared for anything because I had no way of knowing how 
he would look. True, the bull was thin, but obviously in good health. He is 
good on his legs, serves cows quickly and naturally, and settles them. Ellis 
tells me he has been gaining four or five pounds a day since he arrived there 
on March 6. He is getting all the feed he will eat and has a good appetite. 
Although he will continue to gain rapidly between now and the sale on April 27 
he will by no means be in show condition. However, even as a thin bull, he is 
a bull without “holes.” 


Calrossie Ocean Wave has a great head—one of the best. He stands on 
four sound, short, rugged legs. He is naturally deep—deep through his heart, 
his flank, and deep in his quarters. His thickness is from end to end, and he 
has an especially wide rib spread, a place where many cattle are lacking. 


I first saw two yearling heifers and four bulls by him. I doubt if many 
breeders would part with heifers like these. I think the bulls will make stock 
bulls. 


Out in the pasture I saw about 15 of his calves. There wasn’t a mediocre 
calf in the entire group. This is truly an exceptional stock bull. He is in the 
prime of life, already proven. His calves have more than great heads—they 
have style, character, ruggedness, great long quarters. 


To comment on his pedigree is to insult the intelligence of anyone who 
knows even a little about Shorthorn pedigrees. He was used for a season at 
Calrossie and was purchased for 7,000 pounds (a pound at that time was worth 


$2.80).

The first 20 females in this catalog are the imported cows and their 
daughters. We are listing the purchase price because we think it is im- 


portant information. 


They cost an average price of 700 pounds in Scotland (approximately 
2,000 each). Add to this the cost of quarantine in Scotland and Canada, 
shipment across the Atlantic, insurance, importation-transfer fee of $200 
charged by the American Shorthorn Breeders Association, and you will 


find that to lay in females of this calibre would cost you $3,000 apiece. 


The lowest priced female in this group was 300 pounds—the highest, 
1,500 pounds. These were not spectacular cows bought at spectacular 
prices. They were bought with the idea of establishing one of the world’s 


greatest herds. 


We think you will agree when you see them they make up into one of 


the finest groups of imported cows anywhere in North America. 


What will these cows bring at public auction? No one can say. They 
are all young—four, five and six-year-olds. However, they are being sold 
in Georgia, away from the center of Shorthorn breeder concentration. It

BREEDING DATES 


There are 40 cows in the Maclyn herd, plus some heifers. Nearly half, 
18 of these cows, have calves at foot right now. Several more will calve 


by sale day. 


All of the females will be examined for pregnancy by Dr. Paul Lindsay, 
Madison, Georgia, veterinarian who does the work in the Giddens herd. 


A complete list of breeding dates will be posted on sale day. 


4 number of the bred cows will have January and February breeding 
dates. This is because in the South many good breeders do not wish their 
calves coming in the hot summer months. Consequently the bulls are not 


turned out until the first of the year. 


Because Mr. McGowan was away from home a big share of the time, and 
was busy with industrial interests, the calves were only occasionally de- 


veloped for sale and herd replacement. 


Mr. McGowan had no hesitancy about shipping a troublesome breeder 
to market, regardless of her cost. The herd has been culled closely and 
contains only good breeding animals. That is why we have no hesitancy 
of guaranteeing them fully under the terms of the American Shorthorn 
Breeders Association STANDARD GUARANTEE. 


With regard to our own bred females selling in this sale, we also follow 
the practice of breeding for fall calves only. They were all pasture bred 
in December, January, and February.
